Mr. Hoke Smith, governor of Georgia, | 
is an expert in getting out of a box, 
but if we are not mistaken he will have 
his hands full in explaining to the peo- ' 
ple of Georgia his position on the im- 
migration question. Immediately after) 
he was nominated for governor, 
years ago, he was much interested in, | 
and much in favor of, foreign {mmigra- 
tion. So much so, indeed, that he took 
a trip to Europe, which lasted some 
eight weeks, and: which was made for!

In the Fulton county grand jury pre- 
sentments for the March term of the 
Fulton county superior court, read in 
court yesterday morning, that 
body strongly urged the Fulton county 
representatives in the legisiature to see 
to it that bet@r banking laws were 
enacted for the protection of deposftors 

*tate banks. 
The . grand jury 
mended ‘‘making it of fi- 
cers or directors of staee banks tq tise 
money of depositors in any private en- 
terprise.’’ ; 

These presemtments went into details 
in regard to the Neal bank iInvestiga- 
tion, which presentes indictments 
against Président Tunornron and Vice 
President Manry, soon to be tried, and 
declared they were astounded to learn 
that worthless assets were carried for- 
ward from vear to year as solvent 
debts, and to hear the state bank exam- 
iner say that he was therpless, under the 
laws, to correct this evil.

Brittain, of the 
Fulton county schools, was highly tom- 
plimented upon the county system of 
schools, as was the school system of the 
county. 

Superintendent T. A. FE. Mean’, of the 
state reformitory. was also the subject 
of special comment which was most 
favorable. 

The convict system of the county was 
mentioned, and the grand jury recom- 
mended that their tasks be reduced, also 
urging that the men be given a more 
diversified bill of fare. 

CaThoun, Reed 
and Roan were taken up by name and 
highly complimented upon their effi- 
cient, valuable and impartial rulings, 
After mentioning the justices 
other county officere the presentments 
closed with a complimentary notice to 
Solicitor Genera! ©.

TO THE COTTON PLANTERS. 


President Taylor, of the Cotton Ging 


ners’ Issues Circular, 


To the Cotton Planters of the South; 
Cotton today reached tne lowest point 
since January |, 1903, except from No- 
vember to May of the big crop year of 
1904-05, when it sold 2 cents per pound 
lower than this What has caused this 
decline of 3 cents per pound in spite of 
the fact. that the cotton crop of the 
world is about 4,500,000 short of last 
year’s crop? The only answer that J 
can fined tis “lack of confidence.” ‘The 
retailer is not buying except as he needg 
the goods, the jobver is doing the same, 
consequently the mills thave. no orders 
ahead, while last year, and for several 
years past, they have had orders booked 
from three to .six months in advance. 

What causes this lack of confidence? 
They are afraid we will raise a bumper 
crop of cotton again this year. Why are 
they afraid of a large crop? They lok 
at the past. In 1903 we had a short 
crop and good prices, which was follow- 
ed bv a large acreage and good seasons 
and a bumper crop. The next year, 1905- 
06, we ‘had a short crop and good prices, 
which was again followed by a large 
acreage and a bumper crop. Had it not 
been for the September storm in the 
Mississippi valley and the exceptionally 
good trade the market would probably 
have gone to 8 cents or under for that 
crop We got a good average price for 
the good grades in the crop, and a large 
acreage was set aside for cotton last 
season, but owing to the weather during 
planting time the acreage was cut some 
and.crop poor. in Texas and Louisiana 
enabled us to get a good price for the 
most of this crop. A month ago every 
indication was that we would Pave ¢@ 
large acreage thig season, and the peo- 
ple did not care to place heavy orders 
for cotton. goods, knowing that with @ 
large acreage and fair season we woul@ 
produce more cotton than the world 
i needed and the price of cotton goods 
would decline They are good business 
men, and. you can’t fool them, 

How can we restore confidence? In 
piace planting the same acreage as 
last in cotton, plant 25 per cent 
less. As soon as the acreage report is 
out in June or even before the trade 
will know that there will be a moderate 
crop raised this year and we will have 
the old-time activity in the cotton trade, 
Jobbers will place their orders ahead to 
enable them to supply their trade, and 
the mills will contract in advance for 
| supplies of cotton and the marker will 
| advance much faster than ft has de- 
iclined. The result will be that you will

000,000. and add to this the value of 
the feed crops that can be grown on the 
acreage intended for cotton and it wil 
give us another $50,000,000. Guppose 
that you plant the same acreage as 1ast 
vear and with favorable weather we 
would likely make anyway 13,000,000, 
possibly more. What would the price 
be under the present trade conditions? 
Not over an average of 8 cents per pound 
and perhaps tower. Say that it averaged 
$40 per bale the crop would bring $520.- 
000,000. at least $300.000,000 loss to the 
south. How to bring about this reduc- 
tion? 

It is not too late yet to plant corn, 
alfalfa, sorghum cane, millet or cOw- 
peas for hay. Or it will pay you to let 
the land He idle for a season rather than 
plant it in cotton at a loss.. Let every 
planter that reads this article at once 
arrange to reduce his own acreage in 
cotton and show the article to his neigh- 
bor, or better call a meeting at every 
eountry sechoo! house in the south and 
discuss this matter intelligently, then go 
home resolved that each one will do his 
part. If you have any neighbors that 
will not reduce send me their names 
and I will take the matter up with each 
one personally. This is mo small mat- 
ter. and I hope that members of the 
Southern Cotton Association and Farm- 
ers’ Tnion will etand side by side in 
this great fight. With @ heavy acreage 
Wall street will set the price for our 
cotton crop, with a light acreage we can 
get our own price within reason. Don't 
delay, but get busy at once. There is 
plenty of time yet if you will only do 
your part. In 1905 by reducing the acre- 
age i6 per cent the price advanced 5 
cents per pound, and we can do it agam. 
I will be glad to hear from every farmer 
that reads this and indorsges it. 

Do vou want to return to the old days 
of 5-cent cotton? If not, join this move- 
ment and we will make the south mote 
prosperous than ever.
